» soro throat. Now, in Ihe Winter, whoi 
Ihero is much snow ou tho ground, or when 
Iho walking is -very sloppy, many children 
fret Iheir feet wet, a. cold in throat follows 
and if they aro exposed to tho poison o 
diphtheria they aro sure to catch Iho dis 
caso.
